Cloudburst and Windstorm. 


Tuttle, Okla., April 14.—The worst 


cloudburst and wind storm ever seen 
in this part of the country struck this 
place, at 5:20 Wednesday " afternoon, 
demolishing one church building, ser- 
iously damaging two more, wrecking 
the brick wall of a building under 
construction and literally flooding tbe 
entire town. 
The damage done to 


property is estimated at about $5,- 
000. 


The Methodist church is a total 


wreck, as the building was first mov- 
ed from its foundation after which 
the walls -collapsed, crushing and 
demolishing 
the 
pews 
and 
other 


furnishings. The Christian church re- 
mained erect, but is moved off the 
foundation and the floor is sunken. 
It is not believed it will be possible 
to repair it so it will he safe for 


nubile use. The Baptist church was 
moved about eight inches off the 
foundations at the rear end, but it 
can be repaired with but little ex- 
pense. Other -church .buildings are 
uninjured. 


The east wall of the Barker brick 


building, now under construction was 
demolished or practically so as about 
half the wall was blown over. The 
rainfall was' terrific, about 11 inches 
of water falling in the first 30 min- 
utes. The rain continued 
through- 


out the night and the total water fall 
was very heavy. 


The rainfall in town Is reported 


to have been heavier than "elsewhere, 
and it is reported that all crops are 
practically uninjured.

Cloudlmrst and Windstorm. 


Tuttle, Okla., April 14.—The worst 


cloudburst and wind storm ever seen 
in this part of the country struck this 
place, at 5; 20 Wednesday " afternoon, 
demolishing one church building, ser- 
iously damaging two more, wrecking 
the brick wall of a building under 
construction and literally flooding the 
entire town. 
The damage done to 


property is estimated at about $5,- 
000. 


The Methodist church is a total 


wreck, as the building was first mov- 
ed from its foundation after which 
the walls -collapsed, crushing and 
demolishing 
the 
pews 
and 
other 


furnishings. The Christian church re- 
mained erect, but is moved off the 
foundation and the floor is sunken. 
It is not believed it will be possible 
to repair it so it will be safe for 


nubile use. The Baptist church was 
moved about eigh't inches off the. 
foundations at the rear end, but it 
can be repaired with but little ex- 
pense. Other -church buildings are 
uninjured. 


The east wall of the Barker brick 


building, now under construction was 
demolished or practically so as about 
half the wall was blown over. The 
rainfall was terrific, about 11 inches 
of water falling in the first 30 min- 
utes. The rain continued 
through- 


out the night and the total water fall 
was very heavy. 


The rainfall in town is reported 


to have been heavier than "elsewhere, 
and it is reported that all crops are 
practically uninjured.
